Police Struggle Blamed in Death 


C I N C I N N AT 1 1 The death of a 350 -pound black 
man who was clubbed by police was caused 
primarily by the struggle that ensued after 
the suspect lunged and swung at the offi- 
cers, the coroner said Wednesday. 

Hamilton County Coroner Carl Parrott 
said Nathaniel Jones, 41, suffered from an 
enlarged heart, obesity and had intoxicat- 
ing levels of cocaine, PCP and methanol in 
his blood. 

He said the death will be ruled a homi- 
cide, but added that such a decision does not 
mean police used “excessive force.” The coro- 


ner said he had to rule the death a homicide 
because it did not fall under the other cat- 
egories: accident, suicide or natural. 

Jones’s death certificate will list a cause 
of death as an irregular heartbeat because 
of a stress reaction from the violent strug- 
gle, Parrott said. 

Black activists say Jones’s death was anoth- 
er example of police brutality against blacks in 
a city that was rocked by race riots two years 
ago. That unrest was sparked after a white 
police officer shot and killed an unarmed 
fleeing black suspect, john nolan (ap)

CHESAPEAKE, VA. I A judge ou Wednesday 
barred lawyers for sniper suspect Lee Boyd 
Malvo from introducing a letter that wit- 
nesses characterized as an anguished plea 
for help in which Malvo said he was a “tick- 
ing time bomb.” 

Circuit Judge Jane Marum Roush ruled 
the letter was hearsay and did not allow its 
contents to be presented to the jury. 

The letter was an important piece of evi- 
dence for the defense, which is presenting 
an insanity defense and wants to show that 
Malvo participated in last year’s sniper kill- 
ings only after sniper mastermind John Allen 
Muhammad brainwashed him to the point 
he could no longer tell right from wrong. 

Defense lawyer Michael Arif argued the 
letter should be allowed because it showed 
Malvo’s gloomy state of mind shortly before 
last year’s sniper rampage that left 10 people 
dead in and around the nation’s capital. 

The letter was written by Malvo to 
Muhammad’s niece LaToria Williams dur- 
ing a visit to Muhammad’s family in Baton 
Rouge, La., in the summer of 2002. Relatives 
read the letter and believed Malvo was des- 
perate for help.

COLUMBUS, OHIO | Parents ner- 
vously took their children by the 
hand and walked them to school. 
Teachers were given maps to help 
them get to work without using the 
highway nearby. Outdoor recess was 
canceled for the rest of the week. 

A deadly series of 12 shootings 
in Columbus since May — includ- 
ing one in which a bullet broke 
a window at Hamilton Central 
Elementary School last month in the 
middle of the night — have unnerved 
parents, motorists and others. 

The shootings — which investiga- 
tors believe are connected — have 
taken place around a five-mile 


stretch of Interstate 270. One 
woman in a car was killed last week. 

“Until they catch him, there’s 
no way they’re getting on the bus,” 
said Michelle Maupin, who changed 
her routine to drop her 7-year- old 
daughter off at school. 


Some parents said they were 
not comfortable with their chil- 
dren being at class.

Man Sentenced

First member of

B U F FA LO , N .Y. | A Yemcni-American 
man who attended an al Qaeda 
training camp and met with Osama 
bin Laden shortly before the Sept. 
11 attacks was sentenced to 10 years 
in prison Wednesday. 

Mukhtar al-Bakri, 23, was the 
first defendant to be sentenced in 
the Lackawanna Six case that has 
been held up by the Bush adminis- 
tration as a model in pursuing and 
prosecuting terrorism suspects. 

Al-Bakri, the youngest of the 
group, was the last to accept a plea 
bargain earlier this year. He could 
have gotten 15 years if convicted 
at trial. He was also fined $2,000 
Wednesday.

Military Mistake Delays Chaplain Case 


Classified documents 
inadvertently bundled 
with trial documents 

WASHINGTON | Mishandling of 
classified information by the legal 
staff at America’s prison for terror- 
ism suspects undermines the mili- 
tary’s case against a Muslim chap- 
lain charged with security breaches, 
his lawyer said Wednesday. 

Army Capt. James Yee had 
been scheduled to face the mili- 
tary version of a preliminary hear- 
ing Tuesday at Fort Benning, Ga., 


on charges he mishandled secret 
information at the U.S. prison in 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 

But the hearing was post- 
poned after pros- 
ecutors discovered 
that legal staff at 
Guantanamo had 
mistakenly includ- 
ed a classified doc- 
ument in inves- 
tigation packets 
delivered to Yee’s attorney and 
the hearing officer. Army Lt. Col. 
Bill Costello of the U.S. Southern 
Command said Wednesday. 


Yee’s attorney, Eugene Fidell, 
said the development shows the 
government case should be dis- 
missed. 

“I am wondering how they can 
with a straight face persist in pros- 
ecuting him when they don’t them- 
selves know what’s classified and 
what isn’t,” he said. 

The military’s high-security 
prison holds some 660 detainees 
from more than 40 countries. Since 
September, four people who worked 
at Guantanamo have been arrested 
on charges ranging from espionage 
to adultery, pauline jelinek (ap)

Judges Question

RICHMOND, VA. | Federal appeals 
judges on Wednesday sharply ques- 
tioned whether terrorism defendant 
Zacarias Moussaoui can receive afair 
trial while the government denies 
him testimony from al Qaeda wit- 
nesses he says could exonerate him. 

During a hearing on the fairness 
and death-penalty issues that have 
delayed trial for the al Qaeda opera- 
tive, the judges searched for a way to 
resolve a clash between defendants’ 
rights and the government’s ability 
to fight the war on terrorism. 

U.S. District Judge Leonie 
Brinkema banned evidence con- 
necting Moussaoui to the Sept. 11, 
2001, attacks and barred prosecu- 
tors from seeking the death penalty 
after Moussaoui was refused access 
to al Qaeda prisoners.

Rwandans Get Life in Prison 


In first such case since 
Nuremberg, U.N. court 
convicts media figures 

ARUSHA, TANZANIA I In the first trial 
of media workers by an internation- 
al court in more than 50 years, a 
U.N. tribunal convicted and sen- 
tenced a radio news director and a 
newspaper editor to life in prison 
Wednesday for their role in promot- 
ing the 1994 Rwandan genocide. 

A senior executive at the radio 
station, Radio Television Libre des 
Mille Collines, was also sentenced 


to 27 years in prison for his role in 
the government- orchestrated mas- 
sacre of 500,000 minority Tutsis 
and politically moderate Hutus. 

The convictions by the Inter- 
national Criminal Tribunal for 
Rwanda were the first for broad- 
casters and publications promoting 
crimes against humanity since the 
Nuremberg trials of Nazi propagan- 
dists following World War II. 

A three -judge panel ruled that 
Ferdinand Nahimana, former 
director of the Rwandan National 
Information Office and a founding 
member of the radio station, was 


fully aware of the power of his vit- 
riolic broadcasts. 

“You betrayed the trust placed in 
you as an intellectual leader,” Judge 
Navanathem Pillay said. “Without 
a firearm, machete or any physical 
weapon, you caused the deaths of 
thousands of innocent civilians.” 

Hasan Ngeze, an editor of the 
newspaper Kangura, the main 
mouthpiece for Hutu extremism in 
Rwanda, was also sentenced to life 
in prison. “You poisoned the minds 
of your readers,” Pillay told Ngeze. 

Lawyers for Nahimana and 
Ngeze said they would appeal, (ap)

In Germany, Trial Starts 
For Suspected Cannibal 


KASSEL, GERMANY | A computer 
expert accused of killing, dismem- 
bering and eating another man who 
allegedly agreed to the arrangement 
over the Internet went on trial for 
murder Wednesday in Germany. 

Prosecutors in the city of Kassel 
accuse Armin Meiwes of killing a 
43 -year- old from Berlin, identified 
only as Bernd Juergen B., in March 
2001 by stabbing him in the throat. 

Prosecutors say the killing was 
carried out with the victim’s con- 
sent. But they classified it as mur- 
der, not — as the defense argues 
would be appropriate — a form of 


mercy killing, saying the evidence 
indicates it was carried out at the 
suspect’s initiative. 

Meiwes, 42, 
who has confessed 
to the killing, could 
face life in prison if 
convicted. 

The suspect 
allegedly chopped 
the body into piec- 
es, deep-froze parts of it and buried 
the rest, capturing the crime on a 
videotape, which is being used as 
evidence. A verdict from the court 
is expected in February, (ap)

BRITAIN 

Oxford’s All-Women College 
Votes to Stay That Way 

Oxford University’s last all-women 
college voted Wednesday not to 
admit men, dismissing arguments 
that it would help attract more staff 
and students. St. Hilda’s College 
refused to reveal the breakdown of 
the vote among its 33 governors, but 
news reports said it was very close. It 
was the second time in eight months 
that the governing body had been 
polled on the matter, (ap)

Dictator’s Daughter Gets Nod 

The daughter of former dictator 
Suharto appears to be eyeing 
the presidency. Siti Hardiyanti 
Rukmana’s party said Wednesday 
it will nominate her for the top job. 
She’d be running against President 
Megawati Sukarnoputri — the 
daughter of Indonesia’s found- 
ing President Sukarno, who was 
Suharto’s predecessor. Suharto 
was ousted amid pro-democracy 
protests in 1998. (ap) 

SAUDI ARABIA 

Police Make First Arrest in 
Housing Compound Bombing 

Police said Wednesday they arrest- 
ed a suspect in a recent suicide car 
bombing and seized an arsenal of 
AK-47 assault rifles, explosives, gre- 
nade launchers and a surface-to-air 
missile. The arrest was the first in 
the bombing of the Muhaya hous-

Iraqi Council Leader 
Rejects U.S. Plan 


New interim president 
says direct elections 
should be held in Iraq 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | The head of the 
Iraqi Governing Council renewed 
his demand Wednesday that a 
proposed transitional legisla- 
ture be elected by Iraqi voters, a 
move opposed by U.S. occupation 
officials. 

Abdel -Aziz al- Hakim, a Shiite 
Muslim cleric, holds the rotating 
presidency of the U.S. -appoint- 
ed council for the month of 
December. 

A Nov. 15 agreement between 
the council and L. Paul Bremer, the 


chief U.S. administrator, calls for 
caucuses in Iraq’s 18 provinces to 
select the transitional legislature. 
But al-Hakim has insisted on a 
direct vote. 

“The assembly 
will be elected by the 
Iraqi people. This is 
what we are trying 
to achieve and that’s 
what, God willing, 
will happen,” he said. 

The coalition believes that a 
rushed general election could 
hurt Iraq’s democratization process 
and may be hijacked by extremist 
Muslim groups and members 
of Saddam’s now-banned Baath 
party.

Council Considers 
D.C. Smoking Ban 


Schwartz encourages 
voluntary agreements 
with city businesses 

WASHINGTON I Faced with the 
possibility that a stringent smok- 
ing ban could drive restaurant and 
bar patrons away from the nation’s 
capital, several elected officials said 
Wednesday they support tax incen- 
tives for businesses that voluntarily 
go smoke -free. 

“Restaurants (and) bars had 
$1.85 billion in sales in fiscal 
year 2002,” said Councilwoman 
Carol Schwartz, R-At Large. That 
amounts to tax revenues of $185 
million annually for the District 
of Columbia. 

“We are not an island unto our- 
selves. Here, all smokers would 
have to do is ride 15 minutes to 
Virginia or into Prince George’s 


County, Md., where they are cer- 
tain to find smoking establish- 
ments,” said Schwartz. 

Schwartz has enlisted seven of 
her colleagues on the 13 -member 
D.C. Council as co- 
sponsors of an alter- 
native to a total ban. 

The measure would 
provide a tax credit 
equal to 15 percent 
of the sales tax lia- 
bility a bar, restau- 
rant or nightclub would owe the city 
in a given year. 

D.C. Mayor Anthony A. Williams 
expressed concern that a compul- 
sory smoking ban would encour- 
age people to eat and drink else- 
where. A limited smoking ban in 
Maryland’s Montgomery County 
exempts establishments in the cit- 
ies of Rockville and Gaithersburg.

Metro Dulles Plan 
In Flux After Vote 

HERNDON, VA. I A financing plan for 
the $3.4 billion Dulles rail project 
began to crumble after the Herndon 
Town Council placed a major con- 
dition on its support of a new tax 
district. 

The 23 -mile Metrorail exten- 
sion would link the region’s two 
busiest job centers — downtown 
Washington and Tysons Corner 
— and help ease traffic problems 
in one of the nation’s most congest- 
ed areas. The plan also represented 
the rail’s most significant foray into 
Fairfax County, which has only five 
full stops. 


The financial plan would impose 
a 20 percent real estate tax increase 
on commercial properties along the 
train route. This special tax district 
would generate Fairfax County’s 
$540 million share of the project, 
while the remainder would come 
from federal, state and other local 
sources. 

But Tuesday night, the coun- 
cil approved the tax district — as 
long as the extension’s first phase 
ended in Herndon rather than in 
Reston. Project supporters said the 
new measure was operationally and 
financially unfeasible.

M u S I C I Rocket From the Tombs was 
an art-punk band so mind-blow- 
ing, so unstable — and so obscure 
— that another group (Rocket From 
the Crypt) all but stole their name 
and their manic showmanship to 
make a career longer-running than 
that of the original band. 

But imitation is the sincer- 
est form of flattery, and it helped 
keep the myth alive. Now the recon- 
stituted band is back to show the 
upstarts how it’s done. 

Formed in Cleveland in the mid 
’70s, the myth outran the actual vis- 
ibility of Rocket From the Tombs. 

The band’s singer. Crocus 
Behemoth (aka David Thomas, 
later the leader of the semi-legend- 
ary Pere Ubu) was a rotund, nest- 
headed nutcase who was known to 
spray-paint himself and wrap his 
considerable girth in aluminum foil. 
(He was also secretly an entertain- 


ment reporter — go team!) 

Guitarist Peter Laughner was 
a gifted songwriter who became 
one of the punk era’s earliest drug- 
related casualties. Cheetah Chrome, 
Johnny “Madman” Madansky and 
Craig Bell rounded out the group 
and later formed notable punk 
bands the Dead Boys and the 
Styrenes. 

For the current incarnation, 
the surviving members of RFTT 
are joined by Richard Lloyd of 
Television and Steve Mehlman of 
Pere Ubu. 

The beauty of a reunion after two 
and a half decades is that with noth- 
ing left to prove, the band has only 
one reason to play: for the fun of it.

The Muses Voice 


Suzanne Farrell 
has a witty take on 
Balanchine’s works 

DANCE I It took some wobbling 
around on fragile cygnet legs 
before the Suzanne Farrell Ballet 
could call itself a real dance com- 
pany. But four years after a game but 
uneven performance as part of the 
Kennedy Center’s 1999 Balanchine 
Celebration, the fledgling troupe 
has emerged as a strong and con- 
fident swan. 

The transformation was some- 
thing of a mirror image of Farrell’s 


own metamorphosis. She was an 
exquisite, and exquisitely mallea- 
ble, muse to George Balanchine’s 
benign monster while he directed 
and she danced for the New York 
City Ballet in the 1960s. And who 
better to stage the master’s works, 
long after his 1983 death, than 
the woman whose very existence 
inspired them? 

But although Farrell did begin 
her second career carefully preserv- 
ing the legendary choreographer’s 
most beloved pieces, she has since 
branched out. 

After founding her own troupe 
(with help from the Kennedy

Center), Farrell began to organize 
programs that comment playfully or 
philosophically upon Balanchine’s 
oeuvre.

Mississippi State University Athletic 
Director LARRYTEMPLETON was online 
Wednesday to discuss the hiring of 
Sylvester Croom as the new head 
football coach forthe Bulldogs, making 
him thefirst black head football coach 
in the Southeastern Conference.

Let me say I think you made a 
great choice. Did the Southeastern 
Conference try to pressure MSU 
into hiring a black head coach?

We hired the most qualified coach 
from Mississippi State.

Rebuilding the football team and 
finding the most quality players to 
compete at the SEC level. 

1 would like to know if MSU has a 
plan for reviving the program to 
national prominence that includes 
Mr. Croom being given ample time 
to develop a base and expand on 
it, or will this be another Nebraska 
situation where nine wins are con- 
sidered mediocre? 

If Coach Croom wins nine games 
at Mississippi State, he’ll be the gov- 
ernor of the state of Mississippi. I 
hope we get to that point. 

When do you expect to have Coach 
Croom in Starkville full-time? 

We’re working today and tomor- 
row with the Packers to see if he 
can be released prior to the end of 
their season. 

I made a commitment to Coach 
Mike Sherman that we would do 
our best to not interrupt their drive 
toward the NFL playoffs. We’ll just 
have to see how this week’s game 
with Chicago plays out.
